‘To-day’s battle seems to In* devoted 
by the Japanese to an artillery fight. 
With the object of searching ont our po¬ 
sitions. 

“The Japanese advance has continued 
uninterruptedly since August 24th. Yes¬ 
terday it led to a number of brilliant ac¬ 
tions os the Russian* drew in upon their 
defences, but these actions wen* nothing 
compared With to-day's encounter."

RUSSIAN VICTORY. I 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 31.—1 p.m.—Suc- 
ce«|» crowned the Russian arm** the first 
•lay of the great' liattle of Liao Yang, 
nisi the utmost confidence* prevails here 
that the issue* of the fight will be a com¬ 
plete victory for General Kouropatlrin. 

From dawn until dark yesterday the 
bntfb* raged first in the centre and left, 
and then ou the right of the Knmtian 
Mne. The Japanese charged gallantly 
mid desperately In an effort to break the 
centre, and then, in the afternoon, com© 
a movement against the opposite flank. 
The attaek was delivered from the West, 
hut General Kourcpatkin evidently an¬ 
ticipated just what hgppened, for he m»t 
only met and repuloed it, but actually 
was able by superior force to overlap 
am! envelop the Jafianesc. 

Last night both armies bivouacked, in. 
their positions. 

No attempt was made by Lieut.-Gen¬ 
eral Sakharoff in his report to estimate 
the japamwe hiwses. except to spy that 
tliey were extremely heavy and the IIus- 
aian loswos were ouly approximated at 
three thousand. No Russian general offi¬ 
cer fell.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 81.—Lieut.-Gen¬ 
era I Sukiiaroff, te|egrii|4iiiig to the gen¬ 
eral staff m the conclusion of y»»ter- 
day’s 19 hours of fighting around Xiao 
Yang, estimates that the Russian casual¬ 
ties throughout the day were three thou¬ 
sand. The battle ended at 9 o’clock last 
night, w'lien many position* occupied bv 
rhe .Lilalose were retaken and again 
held by fhe Russian*. 

Tie* report from Lieut.-General Snlc- 
harnff i* a* follow*: 

"Frem 8 o ’c loc k thi* morning until 9 
to-night the Japanese forces attacked 
onr frontal position i*ef«re Liao Yang, 
and on the left bank of the Taitse river. 
Both artillery and rifle Are were intense. 

“Their main efforts were directed 
against «>nr|centre position* and left 
flank, but numerous attack* were re»- 
pulscd along the whole line. Our troop* 
made several counter-attacks, culminat¬ 
ing in bayonet fights. 

“Many itositUto* which had been occu¬ 
pies! by the Japanese, were retaken at 4 
o’clock in tlie afternoon. 

"During tho artillery attaek onr bat¬ 
teries did very effective work. 

"About 4 this afternoon the euemy 
was observed attempting to tnrn our 
right flank-)with considerable force, but 
several _ba ft nitons of rc«e*rres advanced, 
and after'a fierce e>ngngvmen)t checked 
the Japanese and compelled them to re¬ 
tire. ,
